Everett M. Dlrksen, telling a 
news conference a month ago 
that 32 states had petitioned 
Congress for a convention, pre- 
dicted there would be petitions 
soon from two more. 


The Constitution says Con- 


gress shall call a convention on 
application from two-thirds of 
the states- 34 of the 50. 


But since Dirksen's predic- 


tion, the only state whose legis- 
lature has taken any significant 
action is Alaska. Its Senate re- 
jected April 8 a petition-resolu- 
tion that had passed the House. 


A resolution which passed the 


Iowa House earlier in the year 
remains locked up In a State 
Senate committee, its chances 
of getting out regarded as dim. 
Democrats

and Democratic Gov. 


Harold E. Hughes is opposed to 
the resolution. 


The convention question Is not 


basically a partisan matter. But 
Dirksen 
has

with his party's members ev- 
erywhere than he does with 
Democrats. 


Dirksen long has tried to undo 


the 1964 Supreme Court ruling 
that both houses of state legisla- 
tures must be apportioned on 
the basis of population. 


He failed In 1965 and again In 


1966 to get Senate approval for a 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to permit apportionment 
of one house of a state legisla- 
ture along lines other than pop- 
ulation.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Surveyor 3, fired back on the 
track in a crucial space maneu- 
ver, zeroed in on the sun and 
stars today in America's first 
try at digging the moon. 


The spacecraft, equipped with 


spindly, arm«like shovels, is 
aimed at the moon's Sea of 
Storms, 
the probable lunar 


landing site for future U.S. as* 
tronauts. 


Touchdown for the 2,283-pound 


moon device, the most compli- 
cated yet developed by the Unit- 
ed States, is about 7 p.m. EST 
Wednesday. 


No problems developed during 


the first half of the 237,000-mile 
journey, said scientists at the 
Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory at 


California Institute of Technolo- 
gy.A midcourse trajectory cor- 
rection was completed at mid- 
night Monday by a series of 
rocket bursts and the spacecraft 
locked back onto the sun and 
star Canopus for guidance mo- 
ments later. 


"The vehicle quickly regained 


the sun," a spokesman for the 
control agency said, "and this 
was very crucial." 


He said 12 more hours of 


tracking were needed before the 
maneuver could be termed a 
complete success "but all indi- 
cations are it was." 


The trajectory correction was 


performed 
by 
the Goldstone 


Tracking Station on California's 
Mojave Desert. 


After the spacecraft plunks 


down on the moon Wednesday 
evening, a signal from earth 
will actuate Surveyor 3's spi- 
dery diggers and send them 
clawing at the moon's surface. 


The handsized scoops, able to 


bite as well as dig, should show 
scientists whether the surface 
could support a manned space- 
craft. Its mechanical jaws are 
strong enough to crack con- 
crete. 


Before it can land to explore 


the nature of the moon's sur- 
face, however, the spacecraft 
must be slowed from 6,000 miles 
per hour, turn around and lower 


Tuesday, April 18, 


on a cushion of fiery rockets at 
a scant 3 m.p.h, 


"Once the ship is turned 


around and begins the landing 
maneuver," a spokesman said, 
"no one on earth will be able to 
help. The maneuver Is com* 
pletely automatic."

CHICAGO (AP) - 
Evidence 


that specific information can be 
transmitted from one animal to 
another by means of brain ex* 
tract injections was reported by 
two separate research groups 
today. 


The experiments were with 


laboratory rats an) mice, but 
Dr. Georges Ungar of Baylor 
University College of Medicine, 
Houston, Tex., said the findings 
"probably can be extended to 
some of the more complex men* 
tal processes" in humans, 


Both research groups report- 


ed their results at the annual 
meeting of the Federation of 
American Societies for Expert* 
mental Biology. 


Ungar said the probability of 


his findings being due to chance 
were "less than 1 in 1,000." 


Dr. Walter B. Essman and 


Dr. Gerald M. Lehrer of the De» 
partment of Psychology, Queens 
College, City University of New 
York, the other research team, 
described their results as "very 
statistically significant." 


Both experiments tested the 


ability of mice to escape from a 
maze. 


Ungar trained a group of rats 


to escape from a Y-shaped 
maze by an arm lighted by an 
electric bulb. The other arm 
was dark and charged 
with 


electricity. 


Extracts prepared from the 


brains of these trained animals 
then 
were injected 
into un- 


trained rats or mice. A second 
group of rats and mice was giv- 
en extracts from the brains of 
untrained laboraory animals. 


Before the injections, slightly 


more than half of each group 
chose the lighted escape route. 


In later tests, more than 


three-quarters of the mice who 
had 
received brain extracts 


from trained animals chose the 
lighted or shock-free 
escape 


route. The other mice followed 
the same escape routes they 
chose before Injections from 
untrained animals. 


"Over 400 animals have now 


been tested in various learning 
situations and over-all results 
indicate a very high probability 
that some specific learned in- 
formation has been transferred 
from the trained donors to the 
recipients," Ungar said. 
i:, Essman and Lehrer used the 
..same extract injection 
tech- 


K nique to test the effects on ami- 


mals seeking a left or right es- 
cape from their maze. They ob- 
tained from the brain cells of 


bonucleic acid, a substance in- 
volved in the transmission of 
hereditary traits. 


They found that the majority 


of 
mice which were 
injected 


with extract from the brains of 
mice taught to select the left- 
hand escape route followed that 
path. 
A right-handed pattern 


prevailed among mice receiving 
extract from mice taught to 
leave by that route. 


Ungar said learned informa- 


tion 
can be transferred by 


chemical means and that "the 
chemical nature of its coding 
can hardly be doubted. 


He theorized that nerve cells 


in the brain are labeled by a 
specific chemical molecule and 
that when the cells of two differ- 
ent 
channels 
are 
activated 


simultaneously 
"they exchange 


their chemical labels and there- 
by establish a new connection 
between the two channels."

I am put in jail for 50 years 
or am stood 
up in front of 


machine guns," he said, 


"1 am ready to suffer for my 


religion and take any punish- 
ment. I pray five times a day 
and am calling on Allah." 


Asked if his appearance 
for 


induction would bring his refus- 
al to take the oath, Clay re- 
plied, "I'm not saying that, but 
I've made my decision 
and I 


will give it at that time. You 
can make your own conclusions 
when I say I will stand on my 
religious beliefs and will be 
ready to face any punishment 
in order to follow them." 


The U.S. Supreme Court de- 


nied Monday without comment 
Clay's request for an injunction 
to block his April 28 induction. 


This was followed in Cincin- 


nati with the 6th U.S. Circuit 
of Appeals turning down an in- 
junction to halt the induction 
pending an appeal from a de- 
cision by Judge James F. Gor- 


, don of U.S. District Court in 


Owensboro, Ky. 


Judge Gordon had refused to 


grant Clay's plea in March that 
he should be exempt because 
he is a Black Muslin minister. 


The court also denied a re- 


quest to order Judge Gordon to 
impanel a three-judge court to 
consider the original case. 


Clay's attorney, Hayden Cov- 


ington 
of 
New 
York, 
had 


claimed 
that 
a 
three-judge 


court was necessary to consider 
constitutional questions raised 
in Clay's behalf. 


Covington 
indicated 
legal 


manuevering still was in the 
works. 


"This is only the 10th round 


of a 15-round decision and I can 
tell you definitely there will be 
15 rounds," said Covington aft- 
er the Supreme Court ruling. 


Covington said he will appeal 


again to the Supreme Court on 
Wednesday. He said he would 
ask the court to reconsider its 
decision.

Mrs. Banks was edu- 
cated at the celebrated school of Mrs 
Willarcl at Troy, New York, and on 
her arrival at Spring Hill opened a 
ftmale school which 
was 
liberally 


patroniztd by the people of Hemp- 
tt-uil and the adjoining counties. In 
1847 or 1848 the school was moved to 
Minden. Louisiana, but was subse- 
quently transferred to El Dorado, in 
Union county, Arkansas, then a proi- 
peroui and growing town on account 
of the superior advantages it offered 
for larger patronage and greater use- 
fulness. 


"Mrs. Banks' scholarly attainments 


have rarely been equaled, and her 
ptitude for imparting instruction ad- 
mirably qualified her as principal of 
a female school of the highest grade of 
excellence. Her school was never lo- 
cattd at Ml. Holly, but was liberally 
patronized: by members of the Mt. 
Holly church, whose daughters com- 
mencing with her at Spring Hill, fol- 
lowed her to Minden, and then fin- 
ished their school days with her at 
El Dorado. And many are now living 
of the descendants of those she edu- 
cated who will say 'My mother re- 
ceived her trainwf in Mrs. Banks'

NAPLES, Fla. (AP) - A 


doctor who once had himself 
experimentally injected with the 
paralytic drug succinylcholine 
testified in the Carl Coppolino 
murder trial Monday that he 
would have died in pain without 
artificial respiration. 


"Within 30 seconds I felt 


cramping pains in my legs, 
arms and chest," said Dr. Val- 
entlno Mazzla, professor and 
chairman of anesthesiology at 
New York University. 


In another 30 seconds, Mazzla 


continued, he was completely 
unable to move and could not 
even ask his colleagues for 
water although his-mind was 
alert to what was happening. 


Mazzia said his facial muscles 


went limp almost immediately 
and the paralysis spread quick- 
ly to his arms, legs, trunk, chest 
and finally, the diaphragm - 
stopping voluntary breathing. 


Mazzla and Dr, Bert La Du, 


professor 
and 
chairman of 


pharmacology at NYU. took the 
stand for the prosecution while 
the court studied a defense mo- 
tion aimed at bringing the trial 
to conclusion without a jury de- 
cision.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


astronaut 
spokesman 
says 


spacemen will have full confi- 
dence in their Apollo craft — 
when changes are made to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the launch 
pad blaze that killed three of 
their fellow astronauts. 


"We're confident in our man- 


agement, our engineering and 
ourselves," said Col. Frank 
Borman, one of five astronauts 
who testified Monday night be- 
fore congressmen investigating 
the Jan. 27 Apollo fire at Cape 
Kennedy, Fla. 


He said they are eager to get 


on with the program to land 
men on the moon. 


Borman told the congress- 


men, "I think the question real* 
ly is: Are you confident In us?" 


The congressmen clearly are. 


But they ~- and the astronauts 
— expressed some reservations. 


Testifying with Borman at the 


start of the second week oi 
congressional hearings on the 
accident were Donald K. Slay- 
ton, 
Navy Capts. Walter R. 


Schlrra Jr. and Alan B. Shepard 
Jr. 
and Air Force Lt. Col. 


James A. McDivitt. They ap- 
peared before a House subcom- 
mittee that oversees the Nation- 
al Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration. 


While the astronauts had no 


doubts that the causes of the 
fire could be overcome, they 
indicated there may be future 
dangers that cannot be antici- 
pated.

Haiti Blasts 
From Rivals, 
Hat Enemy

PORT 
AU PRINCE, Haiti 


(AP) — Two explosions which 
occurred during a celebration of 
President Francois Duvalier's 
rule last weekend are believed 
to have been the result of rival- 
ry within the Haitian dictator's 
regime and not the work of his 
enemies. 


Three or four persons were 


reported 
killed and about 40 


wounded by the blasts In Port 
au Prince Saturday night during 
festivities celebrating Duvali- 
er's 60th birthday and the 10th 
anniversary of his taking office. 


The first explosion occurred 


about 5 p.m. In the Champs de 
Mars Park about 100 yards from 
the front gate of the white Na- 
tional Palace. Informants said a 
small bomb was placed In or 
near the pushcart of a street 
peddler selling ices. 


The blast was reported to 


have killed a small girl and cut 
off the peddler's right leg. Most 
of the crowd didn't notice be- 
cause a procession of nine for* 
eign beauty queens trailed by a 
crowd of revelers was passing 
the palace at the time, But Du- 
valler saw the explosion from a 
second-floor 
window 
of 
the 


palace, donned a helmet and 
with an armed escort inspected 
the damage, 


The 
second 
explosion oc* 


carred three hours later near 
the Port au Prince cemetery 
about a mile from the palace, It 
was said to have caused the 
most 
casualties. 
Informants 


said a charge was thrown under 
a busload of musicians. 


Asked about the second expjo* 


slon, one government source 
said a load of fireworks went off 
by accident but injured no one. 
But Duvalier made a radio ap* 
peal for protection of the cele* 
bration, and several thousand 
armed 
volunteer 
militiamen 


were rushed to Port au Prince 
Sunday, 


The festivities ended Sunday 


night, chfl denim-clad militia* 


men left the capital, and Port 
au Prince was quiet Sunday. 


Observers believed the inci- 


dents were triggered by rivals 
of Luc Albert Foucard, a son-in- 
law of Duvalier who was recent- 
ly appointed minister of tour- 
ism. They said Foucard's foes 
apparently wanted to embar- 
rass him and the Duvaller re- 
gime. 


Foucard is reported to have 


made sweeping changes in his 
department and fired several 
key officials. His rivals were 
said to Include Duvaller's other 
son-in-law, Lt. Col. Max Domi- 
nique, the military commandant 
of Port au Prince. Somo observ- 
ers predicted a power struggle 
between the brothers-in-law. 


Duvalier's celebration began 


on April 14, his birthday. He 
was elected president May 22, 
1957, and had himself re-elected 
to a life term June 22. 1964,

This will not, as 
was once believed, cause the 
hairs to become coarser. 


Chemical depilatories irri- 
tate the skin and, if left on 
for more than a few minutes, 
may cause a dermatitis. For 
this reason, it is better not 
to use them on your face. The 
only way to get rid of these 
hairs permanently is with an 
electric needle. Battery-oper- 
ated needles for home use are 
not recommended because it 
takes an experienced operator 
to gauge how deep to insert 
the needle, how strong a cur- 
rent to use and how long to 
use it. 


Q—Are hair dyes harmful 


if used for a period of years? 
Can they cause brain= tumors? 


A—The hair dyes and 


bleaches now sold or used in 
beauty parlors have been ap-

What would happen If actress 


Jayne Mansfield were given an 
Injection from the brain of the 
late mathematician, Dr. Albert 
Einstein? 


Might It help make her figure 


better? 


This and many another con- 


jecture has been raised by two 
scientific 
experiments which 


indicate that specific Informa- 
tion can be transmitted from 
one creature to another by brain 
extract injections. 


The experiments at Baylor 


University's College of Medicine 
and Queens College of the city 
of 
New York were done on 


mice. 


The problem for the mice was 


to learn their way out of a 
maze. Evidence was found that 
beginning mice solved the prob- 
lem quicker when given injec- 
tions of brain extract from other 
mice who had earlier learned 
the best way out of the maze. 


Naturally, If this be true on a 


broad scale, it is too good a 
technique to limit to mice. If it 
helps them get out of a maze, 
why can't it also help people 
solve the problems of the hu- 
man rat race? 


Parents by the thousands will 


drag their churlish,

Can she get all 
the injections she needs today, 
or do you want her to come 
back tomorrow also?" 


"Our little boy is fine in nurs- 


ery 
school in everything but 


group attitude. His teacher says 
he is far too aggressive. Would 
you recommend perhaps an in- 
jection of mice brains to help 
give him a meeker personal- 
ity?" 


There are no end to the possi- 


bilities, of course. 


A husband with a wife chroni- 


cally unable to balance 
her 


bank account could well threat- 
en her with divorce if she re- 
fused to be injected with brain 
extract 
from an obliging ac- 


countant. 


A wife with a husband unable 


to earn her a decent living 
might want to mortgage their 
small home to raise funds to 
inject him with extract of a mil- 
lionaire's brain. 


There is also the probability

Imum security cell after a 160- 
mile ride to Chicago from Peor- 
ia, 111., Monday. His trial was 
heard in Peoria on a defense 
plea that jurors from Chicago, 
where the eight young women 
were knifed and strangled July 
14, would be prejudiced against 
Speck. 


A jury of seven men and five 


women convicted him Saturday 
in Peoria and recommended 
execution. 


Gerald W. Getty, public de- 


fender of Cook County who rep- 
resents Speck, is preparing 
written arguments for a new 
trial to be presented to Judge 
Herbert C. Paschen May 15. 


If a new trial is not granted, 


Getty plans to ask that the court 
hear from six psychiatrists be- 
fore sentencing Speck. One of 
the psychiatrists, Dr. Marvin 
Ziporyn, assigned to the county 
jail, has already said he be- 
lieves Speck was temporarily 
insane from the effects of drugs 
and alcohol at the time of the 
killings. 


Getty hopes mitigating testi- 


mony may lead to a reduction in 
the sentence. Illinois law allows 
the trial judge to set aside a 
jury's recommendation of death 
and impose a prison sentence. 


The public defender also is 


expected to appeal on grounds 
that photographs of the mur- 
dered girls shown to the jury by 
the prosecutors served only to 
prejudice and inflame the jurors 
against Speck.

Our policy will be hos- 
tile to Britain, the United States 
and Israel alike." 


Mackawee is secretary-gener- 


al of FLOSY, the Front for the 
Liberation 
of Occupied South 


Yemen, the leading terrorist 
movement in Aden and the ad- 
joining sheikhdoms which form 
the British-protected South Ara- 
bian Federation. Britain wants 
to pull out of the territory next 
year to save money. 


FLOSY's exiled leaders are 


meeting at their 
headquarters 


in the Yemen republic's second 
largest city to discuss establish- 
ment of a government in exile. 
Mackawee's strong anti-West- 
ern statement surprised Ameri- 
can officials who have main- 
tained 
informal contacts with 


FLOSY in the hope of deflecting 
its future policies in a less anti- 
Western direction. 


Mackawee described Israel as 


a pawn of Western imperialism 
in the Middle East and said a 
FLOSY regime in Aden "will 
certainly close the southern en- 
trance to the Red Sea to Israeli 
shipping." The Western end of 
the protectorate commands the 
narrow 
channel 
between the 


Red Sea and the Gulf of Aden. 


FLOSY says it will set up a 


one-party Unitarian state, the 
South Arabian Republic, Fl- 
nanced 
and 
encouraged 
by 


President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of the United Arab Republic, the 
movement is committed to de- 
stroy the South Arabian Federa- 
tion of sultanates which has the 
support of King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia. 


Egyptian troops stand guard 


outside 
FLOSY's 
two-story 


headquarters in Ta'izz, and all 
public utterances by FLOSY 
leaders are strictly in line with 
Egyptian 
policy. 
Privately, 


these leaders are more reserved 
about their future ties with 
Egypt and some say they do not 
want South Arabia to become an 
Egyptian satellite like the Ye- 
men republic.

apparatus is properly mounted. 


Actually there are several rea- 


sons for the switch from big books 
to small films. For one thing; ft 
dally paper requires four bound 
books a year; and The Star hav- 
ing been published since Oct. 14, 
1899 - daily since Jan. 1,1920 
— there are so many of the big 
books that we are running out 
of space in the vault. 


Another disadvantage of the 


bound-book system is that news- 
print frays and yellows with time; 
film makes a better permanent 
record.

The bound book 
wouldn't reach us until 60 days 
after the close of a quarter, but 
the quarterly film report gets 
here within a week. 


And finally, the film system is 


cheaper. A single quarterly bound

half today's cost. And its storage 
requires no more than a filing 
cabinet, compared to a crowded 
vault for the big books. 


One disadvantage I encountered 


in the switch to film is that the 
microfilming people do all their 
work in black-and-white, wiping 
out the permanent record of The 
Star's process color photo- 
graphs.
